The accident came. Just as the whaleback 
was off Lincoln Park sanitarium the piston 
of one of the air pumps broke square- 
ly. The pump was to have been re 
turned to the makers at Boston, 
the company delayed too long. 
With the loss of the broken air pump the 
vacuum power of the engines was reduced 
from 26 to 19, and the screw revolutions were 
in consequence forced down from 107 to 98. 


Brings the Side wheeler in View. 


The Christopher Columbus was gaining, so 
what availed the loss of an air pump, when 
coal was plentiful? Twenty minutes out the 
top of the City of Milwankee's' smokestacks 
were visible through a glass. 

„We'll beat him sure,” said the captain, 
and the engineer, and the purser, and the pop- 
corn boy.

The piston rods were becoming heat- 
ed. The main piston rod showed so 
much heat that for a time it looked 
like the steam would have to be shut off from 
that steam box. But the engineers’ assistants 
turned a cold stream of water on the piston 
and while it smoked and steamed it pounded 
away. and che captain again returned to his 
lonely cage by the wheel. 

When Racine was reached the whaleback 
had gained visibly on the sidewheeler, but the 
chance of beating itto Milwaukee was at 
best conjectural. The firemen, engineers, and 
officers could do no more. . 

Capt. Smalimanin the meantime had not 
been idle. Having already made great in- 
roads into that 125 tous of soft coal, he called 
the flremen up and told them that expense 
was no object. The firemen understood and 
soon under the added head of steam the 
twenty-four-foot diameter side wheels were 
rolling off twenty-seven revolutions to the 
minute. As the great white nose of the 
whaleback became more plainly visible the 
old Captain became nervous and said the 
City of Milwaukee had neyer been passed on 
the lake and he proposed to get the craft into 
harbor first if the timbers remained together. 


In Front at the Finish. 


When Milwaukee was sighted the side- 
wheeler, lying two points to windward, was 
leading the whaleback still by several open 
miles. In the heavy head sea neither 
boat could catch its best speed, and 
the spray from the prows ot 
the racing steamers. deluged the decks 
with showers. At 2:04 the City of Milwaukee

When the City of Milwaukee steamed into 
the harbor from the wharfs fringed with 
humanity arose a series of welcoming shouts, 
for half of Milwaukee was out to see the great 
race end. All the cheering Capt. Smallman 
received modestly but with a certain quaint 
satisfaction. 

The actual and corrected time of the City of 
Milwaukee was 5 hours and 25 minutes. The 
Christopher Columbus made the trip in 4 
hours and 38=aninutes. Immediately after 
the race President.Graham offered to back the 
Chicago, their new boat, against the Christo- 
pher Columbus on the same trip for any 
amount. Mr. Graham, however, did not 
carry this offer any further than the deck of 
his own boat. 

„The wind and sea were both against us.“ 
said Capt. John McArthur af the Christopher 
Columbus, but with all that we would have 
overhauled the City of Milwaukee in fifteen 
minutes more time, The bead sea 
was against both of us, of course, 
but we lost considerable speed in 
having only one air pump available, As it 
was I figure out that we beat them a little less 
than an even hour on the eighty-five miles run. 
Our best time was twenty and our mean 
time nineteen miles an hour on the 
run. We have made as good as 
twenty-one miles and a fraction 
without pushing the engines a bit. The City 
of Milwaukee is a good, fast boat, but the 
side-whéeler is yet to be built that can touch 
the Columbus with an even start in any 
weather. ö 

What the Gauges Showed. 


The Christopher Columbus. although put in 
commission this year, is familiar to al“ World's 
Fair visitors. It has a triple expansion con- 
densing engine with cylinders 26, 42, and 70 
inches in diameter, with a three and one-half 
foot stroke. ‘The battery of six boilers is 
twelve feet im length and each boiler is 132 
inches in diameter. They are allowed a 
pressure of 170 pounds to the square inch, 
but at no time yesterday carried higher than 


152. 

The City of Milwaukee was built thirteen 
years ago and in its trial trip to Detroit 
showed a speed of twenty-two miles an hour. 
It is considered the fastest side-wheeler on 
the lakes. The wheels are twenty-four feet 
in diameter and are what is known as the 
“feathering bucket pattern. The engine 
cylinders are fifty-three inches in dia meter 
and have a twelve-foot spoke. In spea king of 
the race Capt. J. F. Smallman said: 

„It is against the rules of the government 
to race, and there was no such agreement ex- 
isting between the companies or the Captains, 
but after I got started in front I intended to 
stay there, and I did. The whaleback is a 
faster boat today, but ten years ago 
would not have been able to keep in sight in 
an event of this kind. I brought the City of 
Milwaukee in first and that is all I promised 
to do. The head wind affected us more than 
it could any propeller and the load on 

whaleback only increased its speed. 
With us it was directly opposite—it 
is with any side wheeler. With the people off 
I doubt if the Wwhaleback would have won on 
actual time, despite her power. The bottom 
of our boat is foul, and had it been cleaned

NOT A WHEEL TURNS. 


Only 8,918 Persons Admitted to the 
Grounds and They Are Pass Holders, 
Largely in the Em of the Exposi- 
tion—Not a Single Paid Admission—A 
Representative of Clingman Tries 
Without Avail to Buy Tickets and Will 
Take Action Today. 

Nota wheel turned the World’s Fair 
grounds yesterday. Ev gate was double 
locked and barred to the unfortunate people 
who did not hold passes, or, passes, 
could not convince the questioning gatemen 
that their presence was required inside the 
grounds. 

Buildings were closed, exhibits were covered 
with tarpaulins, the electric launches and gon- 
dolas were tied up in their respective slips, the 
intramural railway was shut down, restaurants 
were closed, the piers were deserted, and 
about the broad walks of the Ex- 
position grounds there dy be seen 
only an occasional man of woman 
to break the solemn silence which had 
settled over all. Even Midway Plaisance, 
the chattering magpie end of the Fair, the 
side show, where voices in every tongue 
known continue day and night, seemed to 
have been chastened by the rod of silence and 
blinds were drawn over windows which had 
not been darkened since the Fair was opened 
to the peoples of the earth, now nearly three 
months gone. 

The World's Fair was closed Sunday, No 
one who happened in the neighborhood of 
Jackson Park between 8 o’clock yesterday 
morning and 12 o’clock last night has any 
doubt of the subject, There were some 
thousands of people, however, who were not 
in that vicinity. For the benefit of these it 
may be said once more, the World’s Fair was 
closed Sunday. The injunction granted by 
Judge Stein on motion of Mr. Clingman did 
not leave so much as a peep hole open for 
people who had half dollars in thejr pockets. 

He Goes Down the Line. 

One young man, who had a ht, new, 
shining 50-cent piece, offered it at bach gate 
to the Exposition except those: along the 
water-front, starting at the Fifty-seventh 
street gate and going south along the line. 
He came away with his half dollar. He did 
not get inside the grounds. This young man 
came from Attorney William E. Mason and 
he was making a legal tender of the admis- 
sion fee, knowing he would not be admitted 
to the grounds. The refusal to accept the 
money for admission is to be made the basis 
for legal action before Judge Stein today to 
secure an enforcement of the court’s mandate, 
but the World’s Fair was closed yesterday. 

The orders given to the gatenien and the in- 
spectors admitted of no misinterpretation. 
The Council of Adminigtration had issued or- 
ders for the closing of the gates and buildings 
and Col. Edmund Rice had issued orders to 
Columbian Guards regarding the keeping of 
people out of buildings, while Horace Tucker, 
Superintendent of Admissions, had given or- 
ders tohis men in unmistakable language. 

Only persons having passes to the grounds and 
who have business inside the gates are tobe ad- 
mitted. | P

Any gateman who accepts money or souvenir 
tickets for admission to the grounds will be dis- 
charged immediately.

Subjected to a Catechism, 


Under orders from Mr. Tucker there were 
two gates open at Fifty-seventh street and two 
more at the Sixty-fourth street entrance. One 
gate ateach place was for passes, the other 
for workmen’s tickets. When an applicant 
for admission presented himself at the outer 
gate the inquisition of the gateman and in. 
spector ran something like this: : 

„Have you got business on the grounds to- 
day? 

Is it of an urgent nature?” 

Is it necessary that you attend to it to- 
day ** 

Lou are positive it could not be postponed 
for one day? 

A few questions of a personal nature sug- 
gested by the inscription on the front of the 
pass would be asked, and if the answer to 
each one was satisfactory the turnstile would 
be unlocked by the gateman and the person 
admitted. By no means all of those who 
sought entrance were allowed inside. Many 
said their duties were such as to require that 
they should get inside; but under the cross- 
questioning of the inspector they would fail to 
establish a satisfactory case and they would 
be turned back. 

Those who did get into the grounds had a 
lonesome time of it, for everything was de- 
serted save for the guards about the buildings 
and exhibits. The executive officers of two or 
three State buildings were in their offices dur- 
ing the day taking advantage of the one day 
of rest to catch up with thejr correspondence, 
but the buildings were to all intents closed, 
even though the doors stood open to allow the 
passage of pure air. 

The long rows of benches and chairs were 
deserted, the waters of the lagoons were given 
over to the ducks and geese, the waters of the 
lake beat unheeded on the water front, for 
the guards were too sleepy to admire the 
beauties of classic architecture and there were 
no others there to admire and be pleased. 
The doors of most of the buildings were open, 
but guards stood or lounged inside to stop 
people from entering who had no business 
there. At first the orders to the guards were 
to admit no one to the buildings during the 
day, but two men engaged in the arranging of 
an exhibit in Electricity Building were re- 
fused admission until they complained, when 
the order was modified so as to allow work. 
men and others who really needed to reach 
exhibits to get inside the doors,

MANY VISITORS COMING FROM FRANCE 


Architect Yvon Brings This Report from 
Kurope<Other Noted Arrivals. 


New York, July 23.—The steamship La 
Bretagne from Havre arrived in port today 
with 457 passengers, 281 of which were steer- 
age. Among those who arrived was Mgr. 
Denis Latas, Archbishop of Zante. He is on 
a visit to the religious congress which is being 
held in Chicago. He is a venerable looking 
man, and was accompanied by his secretary.

Smoke came in 
before the people’s eyes, but no rushes for the 
outside were made. No ones 
screamed “ Fire!“ No women fuinted. The 
audience sat still and awaited orders even

The overture had been played and the :nake- 
up was on for the first act. Smoke had been 
noticed gradually filling the auditortum, and 


at the juncture for the curtain lift there was 


such a state of density that the decorations on 
the proscenium could not be discerned. Still 
there was no manifestation of fright. The 
auditors sat in rapt anticipation until Man- 
ager Anson’s Temple appeared before the cur- 
tain and stated that a small fire in the base- 
ment was filling the theater with smoke to 
such an extent that it would be impossible 
to proceed with the performance. He ad- 
vised the audience to retire at once but to 
avoid any rush, as there was no impénding 


danger. 
Smoke Grows Denser. 

The smoke grew heavier, the theater lights 
burned more dimly through the density, and 
then came the clang and clatter of the fire 
trucks. The audience that had been filing 
quietly out seemed suddenly terrified +for a 
moment, but there was only a slight rush for 
the exits. Three minutes after Manager 
Temple’s announcement the house was empty. 
A panic in the auditorium was averted only 
by the composure shown by the audience and 
the cool, deliberate manner in which he made 
his announcement. While some of the fire- 
men had their hose in readiness to combat 
what threatened to be a serious fire the audi- 
ence was still seated in the theater. The 


„management knew the nature of the fire and 
had the alarm been suddenly given the result 


would probably have béen disastrous. 

The fire originated ffom the range in 
Pomy Bros.’ kitchen in connection with 
their saloon, which occupies the basement 
of the Schiller Theater Building. The kitchen 
is immediately under the parquet of the house, 
but the ceilings are constructed ofiron girders 
filled between with concrete, rendering them 
practically fireproof. The kitchen furniture 
and fixtures were damaged tothe extent of 
$200, and the saloon was flooded with water, 
damaging it about $150, The Girl I Left 
Behind Me“ company sustained $75 damage 
to its wardrobe from smoke, 

Fifteen minutes after the alarm was sounded 
the fire had been extinguished, the bright 
lights of the theater turned -out, the music 
silenced, and 1,400 people, who had as- 
sem bled for mental recreation, were scattered 
over the city. 

Fireman Says It’s Wonderful. 

One of the firemen said: “Why, I never

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LIQUOR PROSECUTIONS IN HYDE PARK. 


The Protective Association Appears to Be 
Ready for Vigorous Warfare. 

Ata meeting of the Hyde Park Protective 
Association at the Oakwood Methodist Epis- 
copal Church last evening it was resolved to 
commence a vigorous campaign against the 
saloons of the South Side prohibition district. 
During the last three months the association 
has been accumulating funds and enlarging 
its membership preparatory to inaugurating 
the battle. The membership now exceeds in 
number any point ever reached in its history, 
and it is pointed out that the new blood is 
made up chiefly of those who are in favor of 
adopting radical measures. The Finance 
committee has also been at work, and now 
reports a cash surplus of $3,740, and the 
amount is being daily increased, 

The first point ‘of attack will be the society 
clubs, hotels, and restaurants of the South Side 
that are running bars on the side in a small 
way. A number of lawyers have been em- 
ployed, and they, with the codperation of the 
members of the association, will wage a vig- 
orous warfare. Already, it is said, informa- 
tion ofa damaging nature against a Hyde 
Park club has been obtained and some highly 
sensational developments are promised for 
the near future. 

At the meeting last night Treasurer E. B. 
Springer read the report of the Finance com- 
mittee, which placed the amount of cash on 
hand at $3,740. The contributions had 
been liberally made and ranged all 
the way from 50 cents to $100, there being 
few donations less than $5. It is anticipated 
that this amount will be doubled in the next 
three months, as the committee has covered 
but half the ground. 

President W. E. Rogan stated that the ob- 
ject of the association was to dgfend and 
maintain the laws and ordinances prohibiting 
the sale of intoxicating liquors within certain 
portions of the territory of the City of Chica- 
go. He recommended that the work be com- 
menced at once and carried to the bitter end. 
Frank J. Smith said that he had investigated 
the matter carefully and believed that there 
were fifty or sixty illicit saloons in Hyde Park 
alone. With the Criminal Court now about 
in readiness the avenues were open for a vig- 
orous line of action. He created considerable 
enthusiasm by announcing that information 
had been secured showing that one of the 
leading society clubs of Hyde Park had put in 
a bar and that the matter would be probed at 
once. Others made addresses and fully con- 
curred in what he had said.

Neither can the manu- 
facturers borrow to carry on their business 
and so a shut-down is inevitable unless the 
business of the whole county improves before 
the summer is-over. 

In Lowell a lack of orders is troubling mill 
men, and one concern has only half its looms 
running. Lowell ple are absolutely de- 
pendént on the mills, and a shut-down would 
mean great hardship and suffering to the 
working classes. There is absolutely no new 
business there at present. All the mills are 
running on old orders. If no new orders come 
in there must be a shut-down. At present 
there seems little prospect of new orders. This 
means no work for more than 10,000 per- 
sons, but it all depends on the attitude of 
Congress in regard to the Sherman law. 

Lawrence is feeling the effects of the depres- 
sion, and there are diverging opinions whether 
the repeal of the Sherman law will be bene- 
ficial to the trade. In New Bedford for six 
months business in the textile industries has 
been dull and in several instances the 
mills have not received an order for 
goods since the first of the 
year. The total number of spindles 
employed in New Bedford is 1,082,300, of 
which 1,077,800 turn out cotton yarns, the 
remaining 4,500 being employed in the One- 
ko mill, the only woolen mill in the city 
which makes ladies’ dress goods and cloaking.

SILVER MEETING IN SAN FRANCISCO, 


Resolutions Passed Denouncing So-Called 
“Secret Demonetization.” 

San Francisco, Cal., July 23.—A mass- 
meeting in the cause of silver was held here 
last night. A series of resolutions were 
adopted in which the secret demonetization 
of silver in 1873 is denounced as a “ crime 
which can never be expiated except upon its 
complete rehabilitation,” and the followmg 
declarations are also made:

society under the name of Juan Daodati, pass- 
ing himself off as a Spanish Count. The po- 
lice promised to use their best efforts to run 
down the thief, but months passed and noth- 
ing was heard of him. 

He came to this country eventually and 
went to board at the Colombo Hotel, No. 135 
Bleecker street, giving his name there as 
Giovanni Cavalero and claimed to be a stock

THE STRENGTH OF THE FRENCH ARMY 


Interesting Information from the War 


Budget of 1894. 

New York Tribune: The uncertainties of an 
international character accompanying the 
electoral campaign in Germany give more 
importance than ordinarily to official state- 
ments relative to the military strength of 
European nations. Speaking only of France, 
the war budget for 1894, which does not dif- 
fer much from the budgets of former years, 
contains interesting information about the 
„ effectifs,”’ or number and classification of 


the French army. 

It would be com in 1894 as follows if 
the ministerial budget estimates are accepted 
by the Deputies, which is most likely to oc- 
cur: Military staffs, 3,678 officers and 821 
men; military schools, 590 officers and 
2.713 men; * hors cadres, that is, not at- 
tached to any regular organization, but em- 
ployed in divers services, 2,704 officers and 
486 men. 

The infantry consists of 163 regiments of 
the line, forming a total of 10,322 officers 
and 247,622 men; thirty. battalions of foot 
chasseurs, 942 officers and 25,932 men; four 
zouave regiments, 356 officers and 12,218 
men; five battalions of light infantry of 
Africa, 155 officers and 7,605 men; four 
companies of disciplined fusillers; two regi- 
ments of enrolled foreigners, European; four 
regiments of Algerian sharpshooters, Total, 
12.377 officers and 317,905 men. 

In the cavalry are eighty regiments of 
French cavalry, forming a total of 3,413 
officers and 63,010 men; six regiments of 
chasseurs of Africa, eight companies of horse 
recruiting or remonte, four regiments of 
spahis. Total, 3,906 officers and 73,856 men. 

The artillery consists of sixteen battalions 
of fortress artillery; thirty-eight regiments of 
artillery, comprisng 456 batteries, 1,463 
officers, and 24,854 men; batteries in Algeria 
and Tunisia; two regiments of ponton- 
niers, or pontoon builders; ten companies 
of workmen; three companies of artificers; 
mountain batteries and musicians of the ar- 
tillery schools. Total, 3,719 officers and 
75,815 men. 

Military engineering, 8 and 
divers other corps have to added to the 
list, the grand total of which represents the 
active army of France, which will be com- 
posed in 1894 of 28,555 officers and 536,

Wer Crry, Kas., July 23.—Sunday passed 
quietly in this, mining district.

Omana, Neb., July 28.—Now the Union 
Pacific has joined in assisting the penniless 
laborers of Colorado to reach the East, where 
work and shelter may be obtained. Two 
trains well loaded with men without means 
are coming through Nebraska tonight. The 
first reached Grand Island about supper time. 
The citizens there had taken a supply of pro- 
visions to the depot, and while the train was 
being switched in the y the un- 
fortunate men washed and ate their 
full. After all had satisfied their hunger the 
fragments of the lunch were placed on the 
train. This outfit will reach Omaha in the 
morning.

Ona Burlington 
train which reached this city tonight were 
150 men in various stages of progressive 
poverty. They all tell the same story. The 
were at work in Colorado when the cras 
came. They waited in expectation of resump- 
tion of work in the mines, but matters 
grew worse instead of better and 
as their means were exhausted they were forced 
to leave. Many of them show Certificates of 
deposits for money in suspended banks. One 
party of six reached Omaha in high glee over 
the fact that one owned land on which he 
could realize a handsome sum. On investiga- 
tion he found his land at the bottom of 
Florence Lake. He had been swindled, aud 
he was worse off than he imagined, All rail- 
roads are extending free rides to the unem- 
ployed, and along the line the people are ex- 
erting themselves to feed the hungry and take 
care of the sick. men are honest 
in their search for work, and don’t tarry long 
when work can’t be found. So far no out- 
rages nor depredations have been reperted 
and none are expected, as all the ists 
are sober and orderly. 


PEACE RESTORED AT TONAWANDA. 


Lumber-Shovers Resume Work and Are 
Satisfied with Changed Conditions. 

Burrato, N. I., July 23.—[Special.]—No 
murmurings over the late strike of lumber- 
shovers are now heard at Tonawanda. Most 
of the ex-union men have resumed work with 
their former employers, gangs have been 
formed, and everything is moving satisfacto- 
rily to both dealers and laborers. The men 
have abandoned the union, though it now 
seems that of about 1,200 members scarcely 
400 were lumber-shovers. The majority 
which kept the men from going to work was 
mostly made up of these other members who 
had good work elsewhere. The shovers are 
2 to ha ve work once more, after a year’s 
dieness, and are satisfied with the condition. 
They say the practice of last year, of charging 
10 cents per thousand extra for unloading 
lumber that had been loaded at other ports by 
non-union men, was done to please union 
men at Western ports. It is expected that for 
five or ten years to come there will be no 
more trouble between workers and dealers at 
the Tonawandas, so effective has been the 
lesson of the last year’s troubles.

Here 
the grip will be run onto a Y and the cars be 
taken by horses around the South Side loop 
to be picked up by the grip on their return to 
Jefferson street.

NAME IS HERR EKERUPP, WITH NO “ VON.” 


And Thereby Hangs a Tale Showing How 
It Happened 80. 

The Westminster Gazette the other day, in 
describing the opening of the Krupp Pavilion 
at Chicago, spoke of Herr von Krupp. 
‘Allow me to point out,” writes a German 
correspondent, that there is no such person. 
The head of the gigantic establishment in 
Essen (Rhenish Prussia) is, like his great 
father, the ‘gun king,’ before him, plain Herr 
Krupp, and devoutly hopes to be allowed to 
remain so. And thereby hangs a tale. Here 
it is: 

„At the commencement of his brief reign 
the Emperor Frederick III. determined to 
manifest his recognition of industry and com- 
merce as mighty factors in national p r- 
ity and development by raising some leading 
representatives to the peerage. Naturally the 
name of Krupp, who employs on an average 
something like 17,000 or 18,000 men, was 
the first to be put on the list. The father 
was dead; let the son and successor be l on- 
ored. When semi-official information reached 
Herr Krupp, he at once took train to Berlin 
and uested an audience of the Prince 
Chancellor. Bismarck received lum with his 
usual bonhomie. but flatly refused to request 
the Emperor to delete Krupp’s name from the 
list, for this was the e on which the iron- 
master had come to Berlin. ‘ My father,’ said 
Krupp, ‘gloried in being the son of a work- 
man, and never would as much as listen to a 
proposal to accépt titular and hereditary dis- 
tinction. I cannot be untrue to his princi-

ATTENDANCE AT THE CHICAGO AND 
PARTS PAIRS. — | 

A few days ago Tun Triscxz showed that 

the attendance at the World’s Fair up to date 


| had much exceeded that for the corresponding 


capita. Hitherto the attendance at the World’s 
Fair has not been half equal to that at the 
Paris Exposition, but there is room to hope 
that it will not fall so far behind for the whole 
term, now that the railroad managers, east 
and west, are showinga disposition to fur- 
nish transportation at reasonable rates to the 
masses. The total of paid admissions at Paris 
was about 25,000,000, being at the rate of 
160,000 per day. Our average for June was 
nearly 90,000 per day, and this should be 
raised to at least 150,000 for the average of 
the next three months, 

If our attendance should equal that at Paris, 
with three times French railway rates to the 
masses, the Fair would be an unparalleled suc- 
cess, when differences of condition are taken 
into the account. A circle of 500 miles radius, 
with Chicago for its cerfter, included about. 25 
million inhabitants at the last census. One of 
400 miles radius contained 15 millions. A 
circle of 300 miles radius contains about 10 
million inhabitants, this taking in Northeast- 
ern Ohio and the greater portions of Indiana, 
Michigan, Wisconsin, and Iilinois, half of 
Iowa, a smaller part of Missouri, and che one 
and a half millions in this city. On the other 
hand, Paris had a population of two and a half 
millions, or three millions, if we reckon in 
enough of its suburban surroundings to 
make the whole area equal to that 
of Chicago. A circle of 300 miles 
radius with Paris as its center contains 40 to 
45 millions, as it takes in three-fourths of 
France, all Belgium, a quarter of Germany, 
the larger part of Holland and Switzerland, 
and that important section of the British Isl- 
ands which includes London. A 400 mile 
cirele Around Paris contains fully as many 
people as are to be found in the whole United 
States and Canada, and a circle of 500 miles 
embraces not far from 100 millions. Hence 
within equal areas the Exposition at Paris had 
approximately four times as many people to 


| draw upon as the Fair at Chicago. 


The rate of admission to the Fair is 50 
cents, whilé the regular rate at Paris was 
only 20 certs, and vast numbers of tickets 
were disposed of at 10 cents each through the 
lottery. Besides this a strict supervision of 
the charges thade for cab, boat, café, and ho- 
tel service was instituted by the French Gov 
ernment, and prices cut down to the lowest 
possible notch in order to attract as many 
visitors as possible. Rates of transportation 
were reduced by the railroads to half the reg- 
ular charges. The great mass of the French 


people were carried at less than one cent per 


mile, second class at a little more than one 
ceht per mile, and first-class passengers at 
two cents. Cheap excursions across the Brit- 
ish Channel were arranged for, and England 
and Scotland contributed about two and a 
half millions of visitors, who were carried to 
Paris and return for $5, the double journey 
including much more than 600 miies in many 
cases. 
A review of these conditions does not war- 
rant us in expecting that Chicago will equal 
Paris in the number of visitors to the Fair. 
After making due allowance for the fact that 
wages are higher here than in Europe, that is 
much more than offset bythe far greater 
number of residents in and around the French 
capital as compared with the situation here 
and the cheap terms on which the Exposition 
could be visited by Europeans. If the rail- 
roads of the United States should decide to be 
content with half the usual rates of trans- 
portation the next three months ought 
to witness a great increase in the attend- 
ance from outside the city, and thus atcend- 
ance from considerable distances will be so 
much augmented as to make amends for the 
smaller attendance of the first three months. 
In that case we shall be able to chronicle the 
biggest list of visitors on record, as well as 
the greatest attraction ever offered at a 
World’s Fair. The success or failure of at- 
tendance is a matter entirely in the hands of 
the railroad companies. Thus far they have 
shown but little disposition to make the at- 
tendance great. Their policy has been to 
squeeze high rates out of a few well off peo- 
ple, and let the masses stay at home. If they 
had been as liberal as heretofore to pumpkin 
and other petty little local shows the attend- 
ance would have doubled. 


COLORADO WILL NOT BE RUINED. 
The silliness of the talk by some Colorado 


miners to the effect that the State would be 
ruined by repealing the purchasing clause of 
the Sherman silver act pretty effectually is 
exposed by a gentleman who is so closely in 
touch with them that he ought to understand 
the situation thoroughly. Mr. Grant, Presi- 
dent and owner of several smeltars in Den- 
ver, says the situation is not understood. One 
would imagine (from the statements made) 
that nothing but silver is being mined in 
Colorado. The fact is there are plenty of 
mines which produce gold, copper, and lead 
enough to make the silver question of 
much less importance than otherwise it 
would be. He thinks it probable his 
smelters will continue at work, without ap- 
preciable curtailment of the force. He is 
proposing a plan for handling the exclusive 
silver ores,and in any event they will go 
right along with the lead, copper, and gold, 
as this trouble does not affect them at all. He 
saysalso thereis no reason for smelters or 
miners to believe that Congress is going to 
conspire tor their ruin. No party bas dared 
to go before the people opposed in its plat- 
form to silver asa money metal. (He might 
have excepted the Populists, who do not want 
any money metal at all.) We will always 
have a market for silver as a money metal, I 
am sure, and it does not matter that the price 
may be cheap.” If the Coloradoans were 
satisfied to circulate silver as money at its 
market value—thus establishing bimetallism— 
Congress probably could be induced to enact 
something like the Windom scheme for doing 
it. 

When Mr. Grant said that “ Colorado can 
stand cheap: silver as well as Nebraska can 
stand cheap corn and wheat” he spoke a vol- 
ume of truth and meaning in one sentence of 
words, The farmers of the West have had to 
stand the consequences of low prices for 
produce, due to foreign competition in selling 
it, and no amount of debasement of the dol- 
lar would enable them to get a shade of in- 
creage in the buying power of the money they 
will receive in future for their crops. On the 
contrary, they would receive less in the event 


of free silver cvinage than before, if the ex-

Waite at 
the Denver meeting is very properly :ebuked 
by Mr. Grant in the statement that he has no 
local holdings. and is practically uninterested 
substantially in Colorado or silver and that 
‘his wild utterances were not considered as 
coming from any other source than that of 
the ordinary political bidder for notoriety.” 
Equally might he have characterized the 
statements in the Denver address as calculat- 
ed to do far more harm than good, by mak- 
ing capitalists who have money invested in 
that region anxious to withdraw their funds 
before the debasement of the currency which 
these Colorado fellows are clamoring for is 
carried into effect. 


WHAT MANUFACTURERS WANT TO 
KNOW. : 

The large cotton mills of New England fire 
gradually following the example set them by 
woolen and iron and steel mills and other es- 
tablishments and are shutting down for from 
two to six months. The cause generally as- 
signed is that there is a lack of orders except 
at ruinously low prices, the offers now making 
for prints being below the average cost of 
production. There are two great reasona for 
this suspension of busineess. First and fore- 
most is the financial situation, due to the sil- 
ver purchase policy and the dread of its con- 
sequences. Next comes the uncertainty as 
to what is to be done by the Democratic Con- 
gress regardimg the tariff. In some businesses 
this has more influence than in others. With 
the manufacture of plain cotton goods it has 
little to do. 

The effect of the financial stringency, due 
directly to the fear of a depreciated silver 
currency being fastened on the country by 
Congress and an abandonment of gold, the 
world’s standard of va.ues, has been to lessen 
consumption and to impair credit. The East- 
ern cotton mill findsit more difficult to sell 
goods and also harder to borrow money from 
the banks. It has to pay more for money 
with which to pay wages and finds it more 
difficult to collect from its customers. The 
latter do business on eredit also, and they 
find borrowing a more difficult task. When 
business is in a normal state the cotten mill 
can discount without difficulty the notes given 
it for its goods and the wholesaler can dis- 
count the notes given him by the retailers, At 
present there is no market for commercial 
paper. While such conditions prevail no 
manufactory, unless it be one with abundant 
capital, can afford to go on paying out 
cash for wages and piling up goods 
on which it cannot fealize. It is not 
surprising that establishments either close 
down, throwing their workmen out of em- 
ployment, or continue running only when the 
latter will accept lower wages. 

On top of the evils caused by a bad cur- 
rency policy of the government comes the un- 
certainty about the tariff. The manufacturer 
knows that if the government will settle the 
silver question properly the financial distress 
will end speedily. He knows that in that 
event consumption will increase and the de- 


mand for his products revive. So were he 


certain that within a short time Congress 
would repeal the silver-purchase clauses of 
the Sherman law he would feel that it was 
safe for him to continue manufacturing on a 
moderate scale, sure that when better times 
did come he could sell his goods for at least 
what it cost him to make them. 

But if, while convinced on that point, he did 
not know but what Congress might so legis- 
late within a short time as to admit to the 
American market foreign goods offered for 
sale at a lower price than it cost him to make 
his, orto admit the raw materials he had 
been using so that they could be bought more 
cheaply than formerly, he certainly would 
not continue manufacturing. For the 
probabilities would be that he would have to 
sell anything he made at a heavy loss to dis- 
pose of it. 

Hence there cannot be peace in the land 
until the Congress which meets on the 7th of 
next month has settled the silver question and 
also let the manufacturers know just exactly 
what the tariff policy of the government 
is to be,

A meeting in favor of track elevation was 
held on the West Side last Tuesday night. 
Kelly, whose chureh is situated in the Town of 
Lake, where so many street car passengers 
have been killed by railroad trains.

His remarks did not quite please the Mayor, 
who is quoted as Saying: | 

I think Father Kelly is unwise in making 
such specches when the people are excited after 
an accident. Such expressions are not calcu- 
lated to help those who are trying to abolish 
grade crossings. 

Yet there was a great deal of truth in what 
Father Kelly said, especially in his statement 
that nothing can be done until the people be- 
come united in sentiment. One of the very 
best ways of stirring them up and getting 
them to think about this question is to hold 
meetings and make strong speeches. “ Agitate, 
agitate, agitate. As the Mayor is in favor of 
the abolition of grade crossings he ought to 
take pleasure in meetings which have more 
effect on the Aldermen than scores of mes- 
sages from him or any other Mayor would 
have. When the members of the Council feel 
that their constituents really want a thing 
done they lose no time in doing it. When they 
see; that they are indifferent they remain 
passive. If the Aldermen thought the people 
did not care for track elevation they never 
would touch th@ matter, even though they 
themnselves thought it was a good thing. If 
the people were neutral the Aldermen would 
do what the railroads wanted them to. 

The more of these meetings that are held 
the better. It is that the people should 
meet and let the A en know what they ex- 
pect of them. Aud if some speakers do say 
that the authorities have been too slow in 
forcing the roads to come to terms it will have 
to be admitted that there is some justification 
for their statements. The authorities have 
been dilatory largely because the people have 
not been aroused, When the latter are once 
interested in this subject and are kept inter- 
ested the Aldermen will do their full duty, 
and the Mayor will find them eager to co- 
operate with him in the abolition of grade 
crossings. And as the railroads see the una- 
nimity of the citizens they will be more ready 
to come to terms, for they will see the hope- 
lessness of resistance, So keep up the popu- 
lar agitation. ‘ n

It has been enfe erg in sections where a ma- 
jority of the peomme favored it. In those 
where they Cid not uphold the act it has not 
been enforced, and most of the cities have been 
filled with rum-holes and tap-rooms which for 
a long time did not pay a cent to any munici- 
pality. Of late, however, some city authori- 
ties, in defiance of the St. John “ Dry” law, 
have begun license-taxing the saloons which 
they were unable to suppress. A few days ago 
several citizens of Fort Scott wrote to the At- 
torney-General asking bim to.appoint an As- 
sistant Attorney-General for that city, a man 
in sympathy with the St. John prohbibitory 
law, who would see that the saloons were 
closed and sold no liquor. The * Populist” 
Attorney-General answered in a way which 
shows that he has rather more common sense 
than is generally displayed by the cranks of 
his patty. He said: 

These cities are all in debt and the financial 
condition of the coantry is so low, the times so 
hard, and money so scarce that the people of 
these cities have concluded to acquiesce in the 
policy of collecting license taxes from these 
liquor vending institutions for the purpose of 
paying their taxes. If your community wants 
peace and Harmony, soberness and virtue, it must 
provide some system other than the present, for 


not only will saloons run wide open but crime of 
every conceivable nature become rampant. 


Since liquor will be bought anyway in the 
Kansas cities, and since its sale by unregu- 
lated and uneontrolled venders to the thirsty, 
insistent drinkers will produce greater evils 
than if the business is taxed, thus increasing 
the expenses of the municipality without 
adding to its receipts, what can be more sen- 
sible than for these cities to exact heavy tax 
fees from the drinking places, thus securing a 
large revenue and at the same time minim- 
izing the evils of the liquor traffic by regula- 
tion of conduct and diminution of number? It 
ig true that this State Populist officer does not 
set a good example when he advises disobedi- 
ence of a State law, but this law is one which 
should have been repealed long ago, when ex- 
perience had shown its fatal defects. and local 
option and high tax substituted therefor.

Inness has always been noted for his impetu- 
osity, traces of which quality are seen at 
least in some of the cloud effects of several of 
his works here shown. A story told of him 
in his young days in Rome illustrates the 
quality in his ¢ ter as he so often depicts 
it in his work. On one occasion, while the 
Pope and his retinue were passing through 
the streets, the independent artist stood up- 
right, American fashion, with his hat on, 
gazing at the cortége in an interested man- 
ner, while all other spectators who hap- 
pened to be on the streets dropped on 
their knees and bowed their heads as though 
the sight were too sacred for their eyes. Just 
as the Pope was getting nearly opposite, and 
the artist was congratulating himseif on the 
good view he was obtaining, a lusty Frenca 
sergeant who was on his knees near by hap- 
pened to glance upward, and seeing Inness 
with his hat on and in such an irreverent at- 
titude, exclaimed: *‘ Haute le chapeau, sacre 
nom de Dieu,“ at the same time hitting the 
offending hat with bis sword and sending it, a 
ruined article of apparel, fying through the 
air to a considerable distance. This was more 
than impetuous Inness would brvok, and he 
raised his heavy cane and with a well-directed 
blow brought it down squarely upon the ser- 
geant’s head, laying him sprawling upon the 

round, But the latter was on his feet in an 
tant and, drawing his sword, would have 
run the “artist through in a moment more, 
though he was preparing, with his cane 
for another blow, not a superior 
officer, who had noticed the affray, staid the 
proceedings with the command. “Apportez le 
au corps de guard.“ So Inness was marched 
bareheaded through the streets of Rome to 
the guard house, and thence to the Castle of 
St. Angelo, where he was thrown into jail.

No one must suppose from reading this in- 
cident, however, that Mr. Inness is an irrever- 
ent man. On the contrary, he is a man of 
strong religious feelings, if he may be per- 
mitted to separate them from theology. His 
attitude when the Pope was ing was taken 
partly because he was thoughtless of any ab- 
solute disrespect, and partiy because of his 
thorough American independence. His re- 
ligious feeling often appears in his paintings, 
so much so that a well-known art lover once 
said tothe writer, I like the pictures of 
Inness when he doesn’t paint as though he 
was working on an order for a Swedenborgian 
chapel.”

There is another American artist who ap- 
proaches a canvas with much the same rever- 
ent feeling for the religious in art that is 
manifested by Mr. Inness, and that is William 
Keith of California. There is symbolism in 
his clouds as well, reverence for the spirit of 
nature as manifested in all its forms, and a 
couscientiousness in interpreting as well as 
presenting those forms which w awe-inspir- 
ing at times. Mr. Keith’s “Glory of the 
Heavens,” which is hung in the art gallery of 
the California Building, is an instance of this 


religio-artistic fervor. There is something | 


more than a glowing sunset depicted. It is 
the spirit of worship, glorifying the Maker 
through one of his beautiful manifestations. 


A few hundred years ago, when the old 


masters were painting fur theirday and fut- 
ure generations, this spirit found utterance in 
painting frescves and panels in churches, holy 
families, and so forth. Today who shall say 
the later form of devoutness is not a more 
sublime manifestation? In this “Glory of 
the Heavens the artist is not forgotten in 
the enthusiast, however, as drawing, coloring, 


and artistic justification are quite as apparent 


as the soul of the religious lover of nature.

HOW CREMATION 18 EFFECTED. 


The Method Is Simple and Has Few Ob- 
jectionable Features. 

New York Telegram: From the mouth of 

the furnace a long, narrow platfurm is built 


| Out, on the top of which are rails and a sort of 


grille or tyolley, with two wheels under it at 
the outer end. Oval-shaped irons are placed 
on this trolley, and on them is placed the 
corpse, either in a light pine coffin or, what is 
far better and more appropriate, in a long 
wrapping of some light material which com- 
pletely covers the body, head ard all, and al- 
lows of its being lifted out of the coffin with- 
out its being in the least uncovered or unnec- 
essarily handled, 

Once the corpse is in its place on the trolley, 


with the head toward the furnace, the smallest 


pressure on the long lever handle of the 
trolley raises it without any difficulty, and the 
corpse is geritly and reverently glided into the 
furnace on the rails. The oval irons just rest 
on the sides of the groove which is meant to 
receive the ashes. As soon, therefore, as 
everything is in its appointed place the trolley 
drops under the supporting irons and is 
withdrawn; the heavy iron doors are shut, 
inner one that separates the furnace 
from the fire (which has been lit an hour and 
means of 
external weights and pulleys, the god- 
head of flame, most divine element, rushes in 
to claim the body of its worshiper.

REPORTS ON THUNDER-STORMS, 


Interesting Data Compiled fer the Use of 
the Weather Bureau. 

Wasnmorox, D. C., July 23;—Desiring to 
have a practical study of thunder-storms made 
during the summer of 1892, to determine the 
feasibility of making thunder-storm forecasts 
and to obtain a better knowledge of their char- 
acteristics, Prof. Harrington, Chief of the 
Weather Bureau, began preparations in April 
of that year for systematic work in this line 
by issuing a circular to selected stations, to- 
gether with a supply of record cards upon 
which reports of storms in the respective lo- 
be made. The data have been 


calities ° 
compiled from a large number of re- 
rts and have been condensed from separate 
tate charts into one 4 , and a bul- 
letin based thereon been published. In 
regard to heat thunder-stor the bulletin 
says: : 

It is found that two distinct thundéer-storm 
belts may traverse the same territory, but that 
the second storm does not appear to hold its 
force to the same extent after it the ter- 
ritory which has been covered a previous 
storm on the same date. This was 
in the thunder-storm beit of June 6. While there 
is no infallible rule to be laid down for t- 


ing thunder-storms from the daily weather charts,

Robert De C. Ward of Harvard University 
made the report of the investigation of thun- 
der-storms in New England. He says that the 
data for one summer are too few to give any 
reliable average. A few genetal how- 
ever, were noted. The majority of thunder- 
storms in New England had their origin out- 
side of the district, and came to it ready- 
made from the West; they were mostly large 
disturbances, covering a wide area, in several 
cases 200 or 300 miles, and moved ina 
systematic way in an easterly direction. 
Charles M. Strong, the observer of the 
Weather Bureau at Columbus, O., in his re- 
port on thunder-storms in Ohio in June, July, 
and August, says that storms dppearing over 
the northwest portion of the State either 
moved northeast over the counties adjoining 
the lake or took a southerly trend to the south- 
ward of the northern watershed over the 
Scioto and Muskingum,Valieys and passed 
southeasterly into West Virginia. Forty-six 
per cent moved to the southeast, 25 per cent 
to the northeast, and 29 2 cent to the east. 
Prof. Harrington says he is of the opinion 
that the time has not yet come for more 
definite forecasts than are given at present. 


LEAF FIBERS IN THE UNITED STATES. 


Agricultural Department Reports They 
May Be Successfully Cultivated. 
Wasuineton, D. C., July 23.— The report 
made by Special Agent Dodge on the leaf 
fibers of the United States has just been pub- 
lished by the Department of Agriculture. It 
details the results of recent investigations re- 
lating to Florida sisal hemp, the false sisal 
hemp plant of Florida, and other fiber-produc- 
ing agaves, bowstring hemp, pineapple fiber, 
New Zealand flax, and —

His Body Found in a Barn—He Leaves 4 
Note Explaining His Act.

CAUGHT AFTER A HARD FIGHT. 


Patrolman Hubbard Miller's Desperate En- 
counter with Patrick Malony. 

Patrolman Hubbard Miller of the Des- 
plaines Street Station had a desperate en- 
counter early yesterday morning, with Patrick 
Malony, alias John Redney, a recently liber- 
ated convict, and as a result is laid up today 
with a badly injured arm. He landed his man 
behind the bars though. Malony is a des- 
perado with a record of having disabled half 
a dozen policemen who have attempted to 
place him under arrest. At 6 o’clock Miller 
heard sounds of a scuffle proceeding from the 
pawnshop at No. 59 West Madison 
street, owned by William Hause. On 
entering the place he found Hause and Ma- 
lony grappling with each other on the floor. 
He endeavored to disarm Malony, who held 
A revolver in his hand, and the two men 
clinched and fell together. As the struggle 
continued they rolled out over the sidewalk 
into the gutter. Miller managed to secure the 
weapon and threw it some distance away, 
when Malony jerked away and drew another 
one. Befere he had a chance to use the 
second weapon the policeman closed in again, 
and again men fell into the gutter. Here 
Malony was once more disa and finally 
subdued after a vigorous application of the 
policeman’s club. In the struggle the police- 
man received a number of severe bites on the 
‘arm. His arm bled profusely and before noon 
began to swell. He was rendered unfit for 
duty and is now under the care of a surgeon. 

At the station Malony was recognized as 
the man who four years ago broke 
Patrélman John Reardon's leg in the 
course of, a desperate fight which 
occurred at the corner Fifth avenue and 
South Water street. eardon had caught 
Malony in the act of breaking into a house 
in the vicinity and was trying to drag his mau 
to a patrol box. For that affair Malony re- 
ceived a penitentiary sentence. He finished 
his term last week. 

In Malony’s ion yesterday were 
found several * notes which were identi- 
fied later in the day as having been taken 
ftom the till of McCauley Bros.“ saloon, No. 
210 South Water street. Their place, had 
been entered the night before. When Ma- 
lony entered the Madison stree* store he at- 
tacked Hause without saying a word. It is 
thought that he intended to disable Hause so 
that he couid rob the place at his leisure. 


Beaten by Unknown Assailants. 


At 2:80 o’clock yesterday morning Officer Dan 
Mueller of the East Chicago Avenue Station was 
assaulted and roughly handled by three men. He 
was walking through an alley between Oak and 
Hobbie streets, west of Larrabee street, when the 
men sprang upon him, he says, and one of them 
struck him in the face.

Exercises Begun at 6 O'Clock and Contin- 
ued In Various Forms Throughout the

Minwavxesr, Wis., July 23.—[Special.]— 
From early morning until midnight tonight 
the National Turnfest offered attractions for 
thousands of people, who crowded the Shoot- 
ing Park and Athletic Park adjoining. The 
day’s exercises began at 6 o’clock with the 
wand exercises. About 500 veteran turners 
joined in the dumb-bell exercises, which began 
at 9 o'clock. At 9:30. o’clock was 
begun the prizé turning, which consisted of 
the hop, skip, and jump, the wand exercises, 
the vaulfing-horse exercises, and work upon 
the horizontal bars. Several thousand people 
gathered in the grand stand to witness the 
carrying out of the program. Each class was 
allowed from ten minutes upward for its per- 
formance, according to the size of the class. 
It was an ideal morning for turning, with a 
fresh breeze blowing across the park from the 
Lake Michigan foam and just enough sun to 


brighten the landscape without scorching it. 


The turning was in three groups. At the low- 
er end of the field near the judges’ stand were 
the hop-skip-and-jump grounds. It was there 
that the exercises began and there the specta- 
tors from the grand stand saw a dozen figures 
start at the word and after a little run 
end with a jump. They were speedily 
followed by judges with tape lines 


‘who measured the distance and the results 


were recorded on tally sheets. The identity 
of the turners during the prize turning was 
lost as far as the judges were~concerned and 
each was designated by the number he wore 
on the card that hung from his buttonhole. 
After the first classes had finished the hop- 
skip-and-jump they moved up the field to the 
vaulting horses and took their turn at that 
part of the program. Then they passed on to 
the parallel bars. 
Beauties of the Wand Exercise. 


The last part, as well as the most showy, 
that the classes of turners took in the morna- 
exhibition was the wand exercise. The 
Arti has all the appearance of a military 
parade. The class, each member carrying 
the bright wand of metal as a soldier carries 
a musket, came up the field in single file 
with the instructor. Arriving at the 
spot where the exercises were to be 
held the wands were grounded side by 
side on the turf and the class stood at ease, in 
line, four feet apart. Atan order the class 
advanced a step, in the same movement dis- 
carding their cone-like gray felt hats. At an- 
other order they took their wands and the ex- 
ercise began. The wand flashed like mercury 
in the moonlight as held in both hands, it 
was raised perpendicularly at arms’ lengths, 
now extended horizontally, now swung 
over the head to the right and 
now to the left, until it seemed as if the 
muscles of the body followed as a needle fol- 
lows the pole. The feature of the exercise 
was the clock-like precision with which each 
member of the class, whether it consisted of 
l or 100, took the word and executed the 
movement. It seemed as if one spirit 
animated them all, and as if that 
spirit was embodied in ‘the teacher 
who gave them the word. The wand exercise 
was evidently the favorite with the grand 
stand, as bursts of applause greeted some 
particularly well appearing class or well exe- 
cuted maneuver. Back of the wand players, 
im the middle field, were the horses and hori- 
zontal bars, alive with leaping figures, and 
back of them fluttered the tap-lines between 
the files of runners and leapers.

HOW THEY KILL KANSAS CHINCH-BUGS 


They Inoculate Some with Deadly Entomo- 
phahera and the Others Catch It. 

Sr. Paul., Minn., July 23.—Five counties 
of Southwestern Minnesota are so overrun 
with chinch-bugs that the total destruction 
of the, wheat crop is threatened. Prof. 
Otto Lugger of the State Experiment 
Station left last evening for Kansas 
to obtain a quantity of a poison which 
has been found effective in that State. The 
poison takes the form of a contagious disease 
and is known to scientists as entomophahera. 
It forms in three cells on the body of the bug 
and these grow until the upper one bursts and 
throws out a deadly poison. The disease 
spreads and is the most effective way yet 
found of killing off these pests. Prof. Lugger 
will inoculate several hundred bugs and turn 


them loose among their fellows in Minnesota.

with tenfold weight. Since then another failure 
in London has been announced, not very im- 
portant in itself perhaps, but important from 
the time of its occu’ cence. From this it has hap- 
pened that London has cume to be regarded 
with as much anxiety as any of our own cities 
where bank failures are occurring. 

The bank scare in Denver was taken coolly 
enough as an interesting incident in Gov. 
Waite’s scheme “ to scare the Hast to death,” 
which is the explanation credited to him of 
his blood-to-the-brid.e’s speech. The bank 
failures since in Milwaukee are attributable 
to the troubles of the Schlesinger syndicate. 
Demands on New York for money, despite 
the various Western bank failures, have not 
been large from that section, but they have 
considerably increased from New England. 
There the closing of the cotton mills will com- 
pel the workmen to draw on their savings in 
the local banks, which need to strengthen 
themselves in cash to meet the demand.

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HIGH SPEED ELECTEIO LOCOMOTIVE.
